There  are  trroe  Infant  Welfare  Centres  open  singly  4 afternoons  a 
week. 


The  total  attendances  were  9,850  children  under  5 years  and  9,081 
mothers . 


This  is  an  increase  on  1942  of  2,624  children1  s attendances  and 
2,709  mother’s.  382  new  Infants  wore  enrolled  and  92  now  children 
over  1 yearn 

The  Ante-Na~~al  Clinic  is  open  onco  weekly  and  is  attended  hy  a rota 
of  local  general  practitioners. 

232  cases  w re  soon  and  7 post-natal  cases  advised,  making  821 
attendances  or  238  more  than  in  1942 . 

Institutional  treatment  was  sought  In  91  confinements  and  the  results 
quite  satisfactory. 

At  the  various  Centres :~ 

3,849  bottl  s of  Oil  an C 23,069  bottles  of  Orange  Juice  were 
distributed  502  packe  s of  Cod  Liver  Oil  Capsules  were  dispensed. 

Voluntary  helpers  attend  each  Centre  on  a rota  and  have  proved  of 
great  service. 

The  Centres  are  not  very  suitable  owing  to  lack  of  adequate 
accommodation,  and  no  facilities  for  talking  to  the  mothers  apart 
from  the  ch  ldren. 

The  proportion  of  breast-fed  to  bottle-fed  babies  is  as  2 to  1. 

The  Children*  s Hospital  at  Nottingham  sees  all  surgical  cases 
referred  from  the  Centres  and  the  Basford  County  Institution  and 
the  Peel  Sti eet  Hospital  for  Women,  receive  midwifery  cases 
requiring  Hospital  treatment  either  duo  to  complications  or 
undesirable  home  conditions. 

The  number  cf  children  under  Guardianship  (war-time  measure)  is  126.

GENERAL  REMARKS . 

The  birth  rate  is  high  and  the  death  rate  about  the  average 
for  Ingland  and  Wales,  10  of  the  18  infantile  deaths  were  under  one 
month  and  due  to  Immaturity  or  Congenital  Defects. 

There  was  no  maternal  mortality  and  no  mortality  in  children 
under  2 years  from  Diarrhoea. 

Of  the  222  deaths  64  were  in  persons  of  75  and  upwards. 

Tuberculosis : 24  new  cases  were  notified  but  there  were  only  4 

deaths  during  the  year,  2 pulmonary  and  2 non -pulmonary . 

Diphtheria : only  4 cases  were  notified  with  one  death  in  a child, 

no  t immuni  s c d • 

Kcaslos : was  prevalent,  595  cases  with  one  death  otherwise  the 

district  was  fairly  free  from  Infectious  Diseases. 

Scabies : Of  the  G7  cases  notified,  2 were  military  and  9 not 

OcabieS.  66  visits  wore  paid  to  the  homo.  118  baths  were  given. 
General  disinfection  was  necessary  in  6 cases  and  7 children 
received  Institutional  Treatment. 

The  i.iaternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  has  much  increased  and  we  were 
without  a second  Health  Visitor  throughout  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Department  was  also  short  of  an  Inspector  part  of  the 
year. 

An  additional  part-time  salaried  clerk  now  helps  with  the 
distribution  of  food.
